Circumstances, it must be allowed, favored the appli¬ 
cation of the Garrisonian principle to practical poli¬ 
tics, for if the Southrons had not been mad they 
never would have so acted as to make Abolitionista 
of two-thirds of the loyal people of the country; and 
had they not so acted, it would not have been possi¬ 
ble for any President of the United States to be hand- 
and-glove with William Lloyd Garrison. The aboli¬ 
tion reformer needed a place whereon to stand 
whence to move the American world as he desired it 
should be moved—and what he could not get for 
himself, nor any of his friends procure for him, 
was, to the astonishment of mankind, furnished by 
the alaveholdert themselves. But this detracts no¬ 
thing from Mr. Garrison’s merit. All men who 
have broadly influenced afiairs and controlled events 
have been favored by circumstances, or they never 
would have been heard of. Had not circumstances, 
often apparently of a disastrous nature, favored 
Cromwell, the great Protector would have remained 
as unknown as any “ village Hampden whose fame 
never got beyond his village. Had not circumstances 
favored their exhibition, the world never would have 
beard of the virtues and talents of Washington. The 
very name of Napoleon would have remained un¬ 
known, had the French Revolution been postponed for 
twenty years. Andrew Jackson would have been re¬ 
membered only as a good fighter of Indians, had the 
English directed their last invasion of America to 
some point distant from the South-west. 'Great men 
are those who have so acted, or possess such talents, 
as make those circumstances their slaves which are 
common men’s masters. To the small list of such 
men Mr.’Garrison belongs, and his place on it is a 

^r. Garrison bears well the honors which he has 
won well. Men who have called him a fanatic, hon¬ 
estly believing him to be one, are surprised to find 
.u-x .1-1. n -- ever, he is moderate, and that he 


be aimed, though a far more difficult one to obtain 
than theirs, and apparently unapproachable, has 
been gained, and the victory he has won has changed 
the destiny of the American nation. Even thwe who 
mhst regret his success, and who believe that the um- 
mate efect thereof is to be bad, will not venture to 
deny that be has been successful, and that that has 
been done, which, but five years since, it would have 
been deemed proof of a man’s insanity had he placed 
it in the list of possible thing*. 

Mr. Garrison’s labors in the anti-sUvery cause 
date from a very early period of his life; and already 
be was known as a strong writer in behalf of em*n- 
cipAtion when he began the publication of toe Liber* 
eUoTt&t the beginning of 1831. At that time theye 
was but little symjiathy with the slave in any part of 
the United States. At the North slavery was not' 
liked, but the people had no wish to “ meddle with 
it,” and quite aa little wish to be reminded of their 
Bin in upholding it, and in maintaining the domestic 
slave trade, which was even more odious than toe 
African slave trade, inasmuch aa those who carried 
on toe latter did not celebrate the Fourto of July, 
annually and solemnly declare their belief in the i 
tural equality of mankind. We had declared the 
African slave trade to be piracy ; and as we upheld 
the domestic trade in slaves, and would have hanged 
as pirates any body of men who should have seized 
one of our slave craft on the high seas, as she was 
sailing (say) from Norfolk to New Orleans, it fol¬ 
lowed that we did in fact add hypocrisy to piracy in 
our own practice. These things the country did not 
wish to hear mentioned, because no people likes to 
be reminded of its disregard of principle. Then the 
interests of the country were supposed to be indisso¬ 
lubly connected with the existing order of things, and 
to disturb slavery was to enter upon one of those sc¬ 
owl juid political contests, rear oi tbe occurrence ot 
which has led some of the most enlightened nations of 
Europe to submit to despotic rule. Here the Blwk 
Spectre was as much dreaded aa there was the Red 
Spectre. Socialism did not more alarm the “ respect¬ 
able classes ” of Europe than discussion of 
alarmed the “ respectable classes ” of America. When 
Mr. Garrison began his labors in Boston, he showed 
almost aa much of hardihood as Martin Luther dis* 
played when be denounced the Papacy. 

The first efiect of Mr. Garrison’s action was 
' place him in great danger. Not only was he de¬ 
nounced here', as an agitator and an incendiary, but 
a price was placed on his head by Southern “ fana¬ 
tics,” and the Georgia Legislature offered a large le- 
wa^ for his arrest and conviction. He wm threat¬ 
ened with assassination, and the suppiession of his 
journal was eagerly sought. Socially he was a Pa¬ 
riah. But nothing that could be done availed to cool 
his zeal or lessen bis labors. At last, the mob spirit 
was evoked under the patronage of “ gentlemen of 
property and standing ”—and it is only when mobs 
are thus called into tong, and thus led, that they are 
syatemstically dangerous. Mobs were hurled against 
the Abolitionists in many places, and they were pecu¬ 
liarly strong and savage in the City of New York, 
one of the chief leaders of tbe respeutahle rabble being 
a famous Whig editor—he had ratted from the Demo¬ 
crats, who said that the United States Bank had bought 
him with a price—and now he holds one of the most 
respectable of diplomatic posts under the Lincoln 
government, so much has tbe world changed. In Bos¬ 
ton the respectabilities mobbed anti-slavery wumen, 
and Mr. Garrison was saved from that lynching pro¬ 
cess which settles so many eontroversies, only by be¬ 
ing committed to prison as an incendiary. The con¬ 
tempt that was felt for him, mingled though it was 
with red hot wrath, had earlier been expressed by 
Mr. H. G. Otis, then onr Mayor, in words that read 
strangely enough by the Inrid light that comes from 
the flames of the secession war. It was toward the 


practical statesmanship. He does not sacrifice prin¬ 
ciple to expediency, but he sees that slavery is doomed 
to rapid extinction, because the slavooracy are beaten 
in war, and therefore he is satisfied. The end he so 
long labored to bring about is in course of perfect ac¬ 
complishment, and he is too well pleased with what 
is passing to waste his time and his words in making 
waspish remarks on the manner of proceeding, or in 
censuring the actions of men who are striving as ra¬ 
pidly as passible to execute that sentence of death 
which has been pronounced against slavery. He 
vigorously supports the Federal government, because 
he sees that it is fighting against slavery, as formerly 
he vigorously opposed it, because it fought for slavery. 
His position is as honorable as his conduct is honest 
and consistent, and such as should be pursued by a | 
man who has done great things, and who has gained 
a great place in history.

LETTER FROM EEY. E. M. WHEELOCK. 

New Obleans, Feb. 8,1865. 

My Deae Mk. Gabrison : You will, doubtless, re¬ 
member me as a contributor to the Liierotor, prior 
to the war, and while I was settled in Dover, N. ^ 

I minister of the Unitarimf Society of that town. 

In the Winter of 1862,1 accompanied the “ Banks 
Expedition ” to Lonisiana, acting as Chaplain to e 
New Hampshire regiment. Being an Abolitionist ii 
every globule of my blood, my sympathies became 
deeply stirred by the sufferings of the colored people 
here. They were in a forlorn condition. They were 
feeling all the ills that inevitably attend the violent 
disruption of a settled social condition, without ta«t> 
ing the corre^onding good. The Emancipation pro¬

Commander of the Department was left without the' 
power to declare them free. At the same time, the 
mere presence of the army had strangled the infernal 
force of slavery, and arrested the action of its black 
code. The old system was in its death-throes, and 
the new now not yet born. The rod of slavery 
broken, but the reign of liberty not begun, v... 
scores of plantations, labor was wholly suspended ; 
and the laborers in hundreds, with their wives and lit¬ 
tle ones, bad gathered around the forts and soldiers’ 
camps. There they earned a precarious living by 
such uncertain and intermittent employment as they 
might'find ; the men as servants, hostlers, camp fol¬ 
lowers, and hangers-on—their wives as cooks, wash¬ 
erwomen, etc. Hanger, cold, fever and small pox 
were carrying off^ the children at a fearful rate of mor¬ 
tality. The morals of the men were being under- 


.time. He did not, however, intermit his labors, but 
pursued them aa determinedly as ever. Gradually 
the anti-slavery sentiment gained ground, and bega 
to influence the action of political parties, though Mj 
G arrison and the Abolitionists proper, as a rui(. 
were always opposed to political action. The Liber¬ 
ty Party was the legitimate effect of the abolition 
movement, which owed its origin to Mr. Garrison. 
That “ Party,” though it cast but a small vote in 1840, 
was able, in 1844, to determine the event of the Presi¬ 
dential election. It then threw about 66,000 votes, 
and enough of these were cast in New York, taken 
from the Whig party, to ensure the State’s electoral 
vote for Mr. Polk, whereby Mr. Clay was defeated. 
This was the first clear political efiect of Mr. Garri- 
eon’s labors. In 1848 the Free Soil party came into 
existence, and its action was sufficient to decide the 
result of the Presidential conflict of that year. It 
look Ohio from the Whigs, which so far favored the 
Democrats; but then it took New York and Pennsyl¬ 
vania from the Democrats, and so secured the election 
of the Whig candidate, Gen. Taylor. The Mexican 
war, by increasing our territory, had revived the 
question of slavery-extension-in full force, which could 
not have happened had not the la^iors of the Aboli¬ 
tionists edncated the public mind to some sense of its 
duties in relation to slavery; and the Abolitionists 
owed their power to act on the public mind to the 
exertions of Mr. Ganison. In 1852, tbe Free Soil 
party fell away one-half, tbe efiect of that reaction 
which ever dogs a period of high excitement; and 
had the Democrats braved prudently, it is probable' 
that Mr. Garrison’s principles would not have made 
much further progress in our time. But tBe repeal of 
the Missouri Compromise, and tbe odious Kansas pol¬ 
icy of the Pierce administration, showed that Mr. 
Garrison and his immediate supporters had t^ken the 
right view of things ; and the Itepublican party, which 
was founded on an anti-slavery basis, proved power¬ 
ful enough at the election of 1856 to carry eleven 
States, casting 113 electoral votes, chosen by upward 
of 1,300.000 voters. In 1860 the Republican party 
triumphed at the Presidential election, which, how¬ 
ever, it could not have done if the Democratic party 
had not, under the dominance of Sonth^n secession¬ 
ists, put two candidates in the field. The anti-slavery 
principle WM not at first fuUy recognized by the vic¬ 
tors, but m September, 1862, the issuing of the Eman- 
cipauon proclamation virtuaUy ranged the nation and 
the government under that banner which Mr. Garri¬ 
son had unfurled at the close of the preceding gener¬ 
ation, and for unfurling which he had been denounced 
mobbed, all but starved, placed under tbe ban of 
opinion, threatened with assassination, and regMded 
as the common enemy of social order. His triumph 
was aa complete as it was unique. 11 was such as 
no other American had ever won, such as no other 
American, it is probable, will ever win again, 
thirty years the man who had been outlawed, , 
were, and whom ail great parties had shnnned as if be' 


mined by idleness and evil example, and the modesty 
of the women debauched by contact with all that is 
debasing in military life. From month to month 
their numbers visibly decreased j and it really seemed 
aa though the Southern Negro, like the Indian, the 
Caffre, theOarib, and the Australian, would become 
extinct before the rude shock of the war, and the cor¬ 
rosive venom of our vices. 

The slave in Louisiana had become free, de facto, 
od in a qualified sense; but, alas I his freedom only 
meant the power to become idle, to become immoral, 
to sicken and to die. 

Maj.-Gen. Banks decided to deal with this im¬ 
mense evil. Be sought to ascertain and carry out the 
Freedman’s own wishes for himsdf and his little ones. 
Alter much consultation and thought, he decreed a 
new order of things, entitled the Free Labor System. 
This was a contract between tbe planter and the 
government, the latter representing the interests of 
the negro. It was a temporary arrangement, renew¬ 
able from year to year, and intended to bridge over 
this chaotic period of transition, which threatened to 
absorb the colored race Uke a quicksand. By hs 
terms the planter, in whose bands figured tbe entire 
agricullnral wealth of tbe State, obtained a single 
concession—the labor needed to carry on his planta¬ 
tion, pay his taxes, and secure his crop. In sU things 
else he was shorn of his ancient masteifnl privileges, 
and onerons duties laid upon him instead. He was 
required to furnish to the able-boddied laborer a 
house to live in for himself and all the n ' ' 

bis household, an acre of land to cultivate 
private account, together with food, clothing, fuel, 
medical attendance, and eight dollars a month 'x 
money. The use of the whip, and all cruel and i 
usual punishments, were forbidden; his seigneurial 
rights were entirely swept away, and his absolute 
authority reduced to a degree corresponding with 
that of an employer over his hired workmen.

In company with Rev. G. H. Hepwortb, of y< 
city, then an army chaplain, I began at once my wo 
From the forts near the river’s month to ,Bat 
Rouge, a distance of nearly 25Q miles, we yisil 
nearly all the important plantations on each side 
the river. _ . . 

By personal and^ minute inspection, continuii 
over a period of many months, I made myself " 
quainted with the workings of the Labor System, 
needs of the negro, and the varying, attitudes 
moods of the planter and overseer. 

At first there was much disorder. The syste; 
found no advocates outside of the friepda of 
ernment. Many of the planters, especially of FrMch; 
and Spanish extraction, were wedded to the past, and 
did not comprehend the Revolntion- Although ac- 
—iting, per force, the conditions of the Free Labor 
Stem, they wished for its failure, and bated its hn- 

_,ne restraints. They issued to their laborers scanty 

rations, treated them with churlish nnkindness, ^»id 
their wages irregnlarly, and made nnjnst deductiors 
therefroill; and employed overseeis notorious in the 
old times for their cruelty, who had forgotten no¬ 
thing, and who had learned nothing, and whose single 
expedient in every difficulty was a_ resort to the an 
oient methods of discipline—the whip, the chain, ant 
the stocks. 

In some districts we found tho jails filled with no 
groes maliciously imprisoned, and against whom n> 
charge whatever conid be found on the prison books 
In other places, the Provost Marshal had heel 
bought or bribed, and, from being the protector d 
the negro, had become his tyrant and terror. 

These disorders and abuses were speedily reportet 
to the Commanding General, and as swiftly remedied 
■The prisoners unjustly held were released; the sin 
ning overseer dismissed from any employment or im 
prisoned; the Marshal who had disgraced bis uni¬ 
form was removed j and the offending planter heavr 
ly fined, or even deprived of his plantation. J| 

Said the General to me, “ If any planter, after due 
warning, persists in mutiny against these just le 
straints, I will remove his laborers, and strip his 
plantation as bare as the palm of my hand.”_ This 
was done in more than one instance, and with the 
best moral effect. The negroes themselves, wearied 
with herding together in discomfort, idleness, and 
starvation, everywhere accepting with gratitude the 
new order of things, returned to their homes, ready 
to render faithful service for wages. For, by a sort 
of divine instinct, these poor creatures comprehend¬ 
ed that, in this matter, the military power was their 
saviour and friend. 

Order was gradually brought out of chaos, the 
abandoned soil was re-tilled, and new capital and 
new proprietorship took the place of the old. The 
most intelligent and honorable of the planters, many 
of whom had long questioned both the wisdom and 
economy of slave labor, accepted frankly the new 
idea, kept in good faith its conditions, and found 
that just treatment and prompt pay furnished all the 
incentives needed by their workmen, in order to rs'*"" 
and gather their crops. 

At the end of the year 1863,1 was enabled to 
port that the law of God was still in force, and that 
the system, which, in the midst of war, and in the 
heart of a slaveholding community, proposed to sub¬ 
stitute paid labor for unpaid, and justice for violence, 
was a success Dn the delt^ of Louisiana.

The new year.of 1864 smiled upon our labors. The 
experience of the last twelve months had served to 
correct errors, and to strengthen liberty and progress 
in every weak point. The machinery of the system 
had become well-adjusted, and in working order. 

A Bureau of Free Labor was established. B 
complaints were heard, wrongs righted, fairjdealing 
enforced, and a complete registry of all the ^ 
made. , I 

Meanwhile, a great moral change was passing over 
the State. A sense of permanence, unknown before, 
IS attaching itself to the Federal arms and authori- 
here, and daily many soijls were born again. Old 
things were passing away, and all things becoming 
new. The incorrigible portion of the planting ulte^ 
est had been disposed of; the great majority had 
learned to gracefully accept the inevitable; while 
the brains of the State- had been with us from the 
first. 

In 1863 this community, throbbine with the vol¬ 
canic passions of slavery and factionjwere againrt us 
this grand test of the applicability of free labor ; 
_ twelve-month later, and this same commuaty, 
cooled,repentant, wearied of the war and its burdtns, 
and sinking under the loss of their sons, their for¬ 
tunes, and their hopes,- were with us ; and in monls 
as in bat tie,.success marches with the heaviest batta¬ 
lions. 

Now', too, the benignant promise of free schools for 
the colored people began to be fulfilled, and Educa¬ 
tion followed in the footsteps of liberty. In the lat¬ 
ter part of March, 1864, General Order 38 was is¬ 
sued, constituting a Board of Education, whereof 
Major B. Eush Plumly was chairman, “ empowered 
to employ teachers, and establish and conduct com¬ 
mon schools for tbe rndimental instruction of tbe 
freedmen of this department.” 

The success of M^r Plumly has been a wonder 
even to the most hopeful of his friends. In the face

TBE FREE SCHOOLS OF CHARLESTON. 


_ w in fair op¬ 
eration. Nearly thirty teachers have been provision¬ 
ally appointed, and of these one half are white la¬ 
dies of Charleston. Cver one thousand pnpils are in 
attendance, of whom three hundred are white. Ru¬ 
mors industriously circulated by the old officers of 
the schools, to the effect that colored and white chil¬ 
dren were indiscriminately mixed, have kept many 
of the latter from attendance ; bat those who come 
come cheerfully. Cut of eighteen white teachers 
chosen, twelve were in favor of teaching either white 
OF black children. This is decided progress upon the 
old sentiment—this, too, in the city of Charleston! 
White and colored children are tanght in tbe same 
bnilding, and no prejudice interferes with their les¬ 
sons. No white teachers have been called upon to 
take charge of colored classes, and beyond the fact 
that the right of loyal freedmen’s children to share 
the privilege of free education with the children of 
♦heir disloyal oppressors has been acknowledged, 
there is nothing of which tho most rabid secessionist 
need complain. As it is, however, the wholesome 
and necessary thorn has been planted in his bosom. 
It is impossible to do justice to our, old friends with¬ 
out offending our old*enemies. None have so much 
right to the free schools aa the freed children of 
Charleston. In former times all the free colored 
men were compelled to pay taxes to support the 
education of white men’s children ; the slaves were 
also taxed as men were never taxed, and all with¬ 
out an atom of rei^rd.. It is quite time that the 
rule of justice should prevail wherever the United 


exclusively in tbe Provost Marshal, who, as the re¬ 
presentative of the government in each pariah or coun¬ 
ty, decided all questions between employer and em¬ 
ployed. The laborer was permitied to choose his em¬ 
ployer ; but the choice once made, he was required 
to work faithfully for one year under the protection of 
the government. Free instruction was promised for 
his chUdren; and tbe quiet possession of his Sunday 
as a day of rest (a boon unknown to slavery) was 
guaranteed.

Such were the main features of the famous Free 
Labor System, which, it was hoped, would supersede 
the lingering remnants of chattel slavery on Uie one 
hand, and on the other the idleness, misery and ' 
with which the Department was filled. 

Now, coming as. I did-fresh from a long disciple- 
ship under your faithful ministry of humanity and 
righteousness, I could easily see that this system fell 
short of ideal justice to the negro. He it was whose 
unpaid toil had cleared and drained, from forest and 
swamp, those mile-long cane fields of more than 
Egyptian fertility. He it was, who, beyond all ques¬ 
tioning, stood forth as the eminently and absolutely 
loyal man. 

Dp and down the river stretched va^t plantations, 
whose own^s had become rebel Majors and Briga¬ 
diers. To have divided them into hundred acre 
farms—to each black household a farm in fee simple— 
this would have been but requital. They had earned it 
by the patient toil of one hundred and eighty years, 
and as the meed of being faithful found among the 
faithless.

Sunday-schools dispehsing instruction to twenty-two 
hundred laboring adults. 

At tbe end of another twelve months, there will be 
more white men than black men in Louisiana, unable 
to read and write! 

Where else in the bloody passage of this war 
such benign resnlts be shown! Was there ever so 
much gained in so short a time ? The anti-slavery 
seed sown by your band, in apostolic faitl^ through 
so many weary, waiting years, has grown to a golden 
harvest here, and has become the bread of life to 
free and toiling thousands. 

In Janu^, 1863, these people were congregated in! 
herds within our lines and around our military posts v 
the old, the young, and the women living together in 
little huts, in unhealthy localities, with nothmg to do, 
and no comforts when ill, contracting the moat vicious 
habits, and dying in frightful numbers. They pro¬ 
duced nothing, they were a contamination to the 
troops, and a heavy expense to the government. The 
conservative pointed to them as a proof that the 
“ negro was fitted only to be a slave ”; while many 
true men said, with a sigh, “ It is perhj^ps necessary 
that this generation should perish amid the throes 
and pangs of the Revolution, and only their children | 

lap the distant promised goofl.” 

Now these people are quiet and thrifty laborers, 
doing better as to wages than farm hands at iM l^orth. 
They are no longer branded, torn by the whip, mu¬ 
tilated and sold. The dark days are past. They 
have redress for their grievances, pay for their ser¬ 
vices, and schools for their children. They know 
that they are no longer chattels. They have their 
homes where they earn their daily bread. They have 
their famffies about them, whom no m^h can divide 
^*i®y stand as equals of any before the law;

over to private and Northern charity. The three 
hundred white boys and girls who attend school 
in Charleston are the sons and daughters of the 
poorer white class, the most friendly* of all their 
complexion towaifd the govertiment, the most willing 
to abide by it and support it. As every one knows 
who has travelled in the South, there is far less 
natural prejudice in the association of colors than 
exists in many places at the North. What complex- 
ional feeling exists will, therefore, be the more speed¬ 
ily removed from the minds of that large class of 
whites who are to receive the most benefit from pub¬ 
lic free schools—an agency which must do more to 
regenerate The South than any other that can be 
imagined. White and colored children can be seen

tbers in blood, although those brothers had darker 
faces than their own, and although it must still be 
admitted that the masters of the South whipped their 
own children, and sold their own brothers also. Yet 
it is nevertheless a fact, now as much for good as it 
was formerly for evil, that the mulatto population 
are the constant medium of the blacks and whites, 
and have thus made the.South, in many respects, one 
family. Not the black man, hut his freedom, is the 
one thing intolerable to'so large a part of tbe whites. 
But the new order of things must be accepted eithed 
perforce or in reason, and those who have money 
will pay for labor. The negroes exist as heretofore, 
only they are free. The compleiyonal objection is a 
fantasy, a blind only for the slaveholder’s radical 
antipathy of freedom. Not what will become of the 
blacks, ^but what will become of the whites, is the 
chief question, and it is not at all improbable that 
the fate of the former will solve the latter. At all 
events, freedom has began well in Charleston. The 
schools, in default of uUier support, are maintained 
by the agents pf the freedmen’s aid associations, of 
whom Mr. George Newcomb, Superintendent of 
Schools for the Department of the South, has rendered 
most signal aid in the new enterprise of education in 
Charleston. ____ 

Charleston, March 4,1865. 

The great event of to-day—the inauguration of two 
. workingmen, a farm laborer and a tailor, as the fu¬ 
ture rulers of a mighty people—was fitly celebrated 
in Charleston, tbe conquered stronghold of the feudal 
spirit in America, by the re-opening of the jiublic 
schools of the city for all the children thereof, without 
distinction of rank or race, of color or creed. The 
Morris street school was selected as being the best pre¬ 
served and the largest for the first assemblage of the 
children ; and it was not thought that there would 
be any immediate necessity'for opening the others. 
But by 9 o’clock, the first and third stories were so 
crowded with colored children, that it was impossi¬ 
ble to classify them ; apd, in the second story, which 
exclusively appropriated to the whites, there were 

_• two hundred. Between three and four hundred 

white children have reported their names, but some 
have been kept away to-day by the report, industri¬ 
ously circulated by the enemies ol free^ schools and 
by the old rebel teachers, that colored women would 
be put over them as their instructors. There were 
thousand colored children by an actual but incom-1 
plete count; and at least fifteen hundred have pro¬ 
mised to attend before the close of anoftier week. 
Aa this outpouring of children was so mnch larger 
than was expected, it became necessary to announce 
that another school building would be opened on 
Monday, when the classification will be completed 
and the system of instruction commenced. 

Addresses were made Jo the children in the differ¬ 
ent wards by the Rev. Mr. Newcombe (Freedmen’s 
Aid Society), Chaplain Lynch, 50th Massashusetts, 
and Mr. Kane O’Donnell of Philadelphia. Tlrey were 
taught Some school hymns, and sang various songs. 
and the exercises were closed by a short prayer, 
which all the freed children slowly and distinctly r 
peated after the Superintendent:

And 
lo I we learn it all now, in the terrible school of ex¬ 
perience. Slavery tears our children from us, to die 
far away from, us ; she starves them to skeletons ; 
she tracks their ffight with fierce bloodhounds. And, 
to complete the lesson, the poor, abused negro, whom 
we have helped to abuse, hides them, and feeds them, 
and guides them to their friends. It seems to me that 
never, in human history, was the Divine Hand so 
plainly visible.

MAERIAQE AMONG THE FREEHMEN. 


The marriage records kept among the Freedmen 
since their emancipation furnish the most curious and 
instructive chapter of their history. Nothing so con¬ 
clusively declares the existing stage of their eiviliza- 

The law of marriage was given to the freed peoJMe 
by the Secretary of War, in Special Order No. 15, is¬ 
sued by Brig.-Gen. L. Thomas, Adjutant General 
United States Army, dated Natchez, Miss,, March 28, 
1864. By this order, the entire supervision of this 
'latter was committed, for the Department of the- 
: ssee and State of Arkansas, to Ool. John Eaton, 

: i general superintendent for freedmen, who au- 
d ordained ministers, who seemed unobjeotion- 
3 solemnize the marriages of this people, and 

. >' ted them in the manner of it, and also pre- 
that returns should be made upon cMreful ex- 
auiiuauon of each case. 

These returns were to be made a matter of per¬ 
manent record, to be kept for public inspection in the 
office of the post superintendent, and a neat certiffi 
cate of the marriage was to be issued to the parties 
joined in these sacred rites. 

From this record kept by the post superintendent 
at Vicksburg, Capt. J. H. Weber, the facts and gen¬ 
eralizations below are made. The first marriage 
under the new law was distinguished. It was cele¬ 
brated in the Presbyterian Cfttirch, on Sunday, April 
10,1864, by Chaplain J. A. Hawley, Sixty-third rai¬ 
ment United States Colored Infantry, and the happy 
man who led offi in this new order of things was a 
reputed son of a former Governor of Virginia, named 
William Smith. It was extensively noticed in the 
papers as a “ marriage in high life.” 

Since that time there have been recorded at Vicks¬ 
burg fourteen hundred and fifty-six marriage^, before 
the 1st of November. The record is required to show 
the color, or blood of the parties united in marriage, 
and of the parents of each; of course the color of six 
persons should be recorded for each marri^e. 

_ Out of these fourteen hundred and fifty-six mar¬ 
riages there were one hundred and sixty-six persons 
who were the children of one white parent, and 
three of them were children of white mothers. 

One-third of all the marriages recorded so far are of 
parties white or partly white on one si^e or the other. 
This is undoubtedly below the truth, owing to two 
reasons—one is that a slight admixture of white 
blood is almost always set down as black, and the 
other is a prevalent unwillingness to own any such 
mixture of races, when it is not quite obvious. Who¬ 
ever is familiar with the catechism of the people on 
this subject, which the instructions require, knows 
this to be the fact. The general fact seems tobe that 
the lighter-colored mulattoes are rather proud of their 
white relationship,-while the darker ones are rather 
unwilling to own it, or are ignorant of it. This ia 
the testimony of the Chaplains, especially of the more 
sagacious. This feeling of reluctance to answer was 
more apparent in the case of the children of white 
mothers. No greater disgrace oould attach to a 
white woman than this intercourse with negroes. 
But the case was widely difierent with men. It was 
too common to be very disgraceful. 

A large part of the marriages recorded, especially 
at first, were of those who had lived together as hus¬ 
band and wife—perhaps for many years. One old 
man at Memphis was married, with several others, 
one morning. No sooner was the ceremony completed 
than he turned and tenderly embraced and kissed 
his now legal wife, with evident thanksgiving that 
she was now, in the eye of the law and of civiliza¬ 
tion, as she had long been in the eye of God, his own 
recognized wife. 

One old man, of almost threescore and ten, was 
thus joined ia ^wful marriage to his venerable wife. 
At the conclusion of the ceremony, when the chap¬ 
lain extended his hand with the nuptial, benediction 
and dismissed them, as was the custom, in a short 
prayer, they both dropped on their knees together, 
their eyes streaming with tears of thankfulness, and 
at the close, still kneeling, the old man reached out 
both arms and hugged her to his heart, saying aloud, 
“ My dear old woman, I bless God that I can now for 
the Mst time kiss my own lawful wife." 

One illustration of the cruelty of slavery is found 
in the fact tb;it in nearly onerthird of all the cases 
recorded, one of the parties had been separated from 
a former mate “ by force.” Of these one thousand 
four hundred and fifty-six marriages, five hundred 
and-two persons answered that they had been mar¬ 
ried before, and had been sold away or driven away 
from those who had sustained to them the dearest re¬ 
lation of life. Of these former marriages, thus virtu¬ 
ally disrupted, there were born one thousand and 
seventy-seven children; and who shall measure the 
the sorrows ofv fathers and mothers thus torn away 
from their own flesh and blood ? or of the children, 
hv this accursed traffic bereft of parents, and left to 
the nurture of those who cared for them as simple 
TOonertv? This makes no account of the children 
sold from pai'entB,but only of parents sold from cbil-

sea. One chaplain married 102 couples in one day, 
which shows to what perfection art may attain, with 
sufficient practice. He would be “ well-to-do ” in the 
world, if Northern notions of marriage fees prevailed. 
Unhappily for the Chaplains, they do not. One re¬ 
ceived a silver dime for marrying a couple. Several 
times the parsons have been presented with a dime 
postal currency, and half a dime has been given as a 
marriage fee. But the strangest of all was one from 
a company of eleven couples married at once. A bride, 
-more thoughtful than her evidently worser half, came 
up to the Chaplain and said that she ” had not much 
to give, but begged him to accept a small token of in¬ 
terest in what had been done for her and her family,” 
and handed him a sweet potato! He received it and 
thanked her politely, and was much pleased with 
this evidence other appreciation of the service. 

The oldest person married was 88 years old. He 
brought to the altar an elderly young woman of 50— 
38 years younger than himself. One man of 80 mar¬ 
ried a woman of 40. The greatest disparity of ages 
was 46 years. A mature gentleman of 66 united to 
himself a girl of 20. She made sure of getting a man 
old enough to be respected. Three white men mar¬ 
ried colored women. One old slave-trader married a 
handsome quadroon whom he had bought for $3,000, 
and had been offered $5,000 for. 

“ Ik Good Old CoLonv Times.”— The forger’s doom 
was to stand in the pillory three several lecture-days, 
and render double damages to the party wronged, 
and also be disabled to give any evidence or verdict 
to any court or magistrate. The burial-place of the 
suicide was in the common highway, with a cart-load 
of stones laid upon the grave, as a brand of infamy. 
The profane swearer, in whose offence was included 
not only irreverence toward God, but wicked cursing 
of any person or creature, forfeited ten shillings for 
a single oath ; if he swore more oaths than one at a 
time, before he removed out of the room or company 
where he so swore, it was at the cost of twenty shil¬ 
lings ; and if the fine were not paid, he was set in 
the stocks. Idlers, among whom were especially 
reol^oned common coasters, unprofitable fowlers and 
tobacco-takers, exposed themselves to committal to 
the house of correction. It was punishable by a fine 
of five shillings to dance, or use the game of shuffle- 
board, or bowling, of any other play or game in or 
about a bouse of public entertainment J or to play or 
game for any money or money worth ; or to play at 
all, either at cards or dice ; or to observe any such 
day a& Christmas or the like; and the bringing or 
keeping of cards or dice within the jurisdiction sub¬ 
jected the offender to a fine of five pounds. An at¬ 
tempt to draw away the affection of any maid, under 
pretense of marriage, before obtaining liberty and 
allowance from her parents or governors, or, in ab¬ 
sence of such, of the nearest magistrate, was pun¬ 
ished by a forfeiture of five pounds. For a repetition 
of the attempt, the culprit was fined ten pounds, and 
compelled to enter into a recognizance for better be¬ 
havior. If still unreclaimed, he was, on conviction 
by the county court, committed to prison, to remain 
there until the court of assistants should see cause to 
release him. No person whose wife or husband con¬ 
tinued to live abroad was allowed to have a home in 
Massachusetts. No m,an might strike his wife, nor 
any woman her husband, on penalty of such fine, 
not .exceding ten pounds for one offence, or such cor¬ 
poreal punishment as the county court should deter¬ 
mine.— Palfrey's History of New England.

Furness on Renan. —We have before us the “ Re¬ 
marks ” of Dr. W. H. Furness, of Philadelphia, on 
“Renan’s Life of Jesus.” The essay is very ably 
written, and places in a clear light many of the gross 
misconceptions of the character of Jesus into which 
the French philosopher has fallen. Renan was a 
sceptic as to the actual existence of such a being un¬ 
til four or five years since, when he visited the Holy 
Land, and his doubts were dispelled, and the great 
teacher of the Christian faith stood before him as a 
veritable historical personage. Dr. Furness shows 
how many of the ideas of this former scepticism re* 
main to conflict with the new views thus acquired, 
and to make Renan’s portraiture of the character of 
JeSus inconsistent with itself. Still more remarkably 
does he show that it is in many respects quite incon¬ 
sistent with the account of it given in the Gospels, 
the only-records from which a knowledge of it is de¬ 
rived. Dr. Furness discusses with Renan the ques¬ 
tion of the miracles related by the Evangelists, and 
shows that instead of investigating the evidence in 
their favor, the “ Life of Jesus ” at the very outset 
simply takes for granted that they could never have 
been performed, which is a very easy .but by no 
means satisfactory way of disposing of the question. 
Finally the author of the “ Remarks ” shows how far 
all the admiration professed by Renan for the charac¬ 
ter of Jesus comes short of the reverence with which 
one who gathers that character from the narratives 
of his contemporary biographers and their records of 
his sayings cannot but regard ii.—Eve. Post. 

The Emancipation Year.- It would seem that this 
is to be the great emancipation year. Under the in¬ 
fluence of the discussion arising from the American 
civil contest, the whole world seems deeply interested 
in the question of human freedom. We read in the 
Tribune : . 

“ Earnest efforts are abont to be made in'Spain for 
the abolition of slavery in her colonies. In Madrid 
an anti-slavery society has been formed, under the 
designation of La Sodedad Abolidonista Espanola, 
consisting of men of all political parties, who have 
adopted as their fundamental rule that politics shall 
not be brought into any of their discussions, bnt that 
the great question shall be treated upon the broad ba¬ 
sis of kumanily, justice and religion. The Society 
has appointed a Committee to inquire mto the reaffits 
of 6ijQ£uicipfttioii wherever it has been carried into 
effect, and to report upon the best means of abolish¬ 
ing slavery in the Spanish colonies. 

“ From Cuba we learn that anti-slavery sentiments 
are rapidly spreading among the native population. 
A conmerabfe nnml^ of newspapers advocate eman¬ 
cipation, the probability of which is improYing from 
day to d»y." 


Elder Spike on Ile.— There is considerable excite¬ 
ment in Poga Point, caused by a sermon preached by 
Elder Spike, a Sunday or two since; and there is 
some talk of inviting him to furnish a copy for the 
press. The Elder is a believer in Millerism, and he 
has quite a number of followers. The discourse 
was very effective, and lost nothing by the eccentri¬ 
city of the preacher. I must give you some idea of 
the sermon. 

The text was the parable of the ten virgins. The 
speaker commenced by remarking that one of the 
most remarkable words in the Scriptur’ was ile. 
It is referred to, said he, a number of times, and al¬ 
ways with a meaning to it. There was ile that mak- 
eth the countenance to shine, ile that is mentioned in 
the text, the ile in the Widow Cruise's jug, and the ile 
of Patmos. The text shows how important ile is. 
No doubt, remarked the Elder, the fire wise virgins 
were so glad of their ile that it made their faces 
shine—a remarkable agreement of on$ Scriptur’ with 
another. 

The most interesting part of the discourse, and 
that which has caused so much excitement, was that 
in which the Elder brought the subject to bear qpon 
the peculiar doctrines of his Church. The recent^x- 
tensive discoveries of oil were very forcibly por¬ 
trayed. “ And what does it mean ? ” he asked, as he 
brought his fist^ down with a thump on the. pulpit- 
cushion. “ I will tell you,” he continued. “ That 
ile aint to be considered as meaning nothing. How 
often have I told you that the end is near, when this 
wicked earth is to be burned up! Now, what could 
put it in a Bt^te to burn easy as quick as ile ? I tell 
ye, this ere ile means something.” 

But I have not time to give you a further account 
of the sermon. It is enough to say, that it has 
waked up the Poga Pointers considerably.— Common¬ 
wealth. 

Mb. Wendell Phillips's Public Services.— On Sun¬ 
day evening last, Mr. Wendell Phillips, with other 
gentlemen, spoke at the Tremont Temple, on the sub¬ 
ject of a “ Metropolitan Police,” to a crowded house, 
of course. Some have asked, what Mr. Phillips and 
the rest of the Abolitionists, will do when slavery is 
fairly abolished, and their “ oeoupation gone ” ?-ya 
singularly-innocent question, betraying a state of ig¬ 
norance curious to contemplate. If the querists had 
ever touched with a finger-tip a single link in the 
chain of reform, they would not need to be told that 
the moment a man sets about righting a single 
wrong, his horizon begins to enlarge, and work mul¬ 
tiplies on his hands. Small chance for him ever to 
be thrown out of employment! Hands and heart 
may fail, the work never. With all the liquor-shops 
in the city of Boston, Massachusetts reformers will 
hardly need die of ennui. 

The stress and strain of the last five years have 
left their traces on the face of Wendell Phillijps. 
When one meets him on the street, in his careless felt 
hat, with some young friend on his arm—the light 
hair, fine as spun gold, the luminous e^es, and smiles 
coming and going while he talks—the man looks 
immortal. H be ever grows old—and God grant be 
may!—it must be into the rare sweetness and youth- 
fulness of an old age like that of Bronson Alcott. _ So- 
it seems when one meets him of a sunshiny morning, 
smiling and genial. Nevertheless, the lines are there, 
and the change is most distinctly marked in bis later 
photographs.
